Seventy-two years ago the first B rit­ 
ish expedition against Enmassl came to 
raisorablo end. The skull of it« leader, 
jvernor Sir Charles McCarthy, was 
.rned into a drinking cup, from which, 
if they at all behaved according to their 
wont, Prempeh's ancestor and his vic­ 
torious warriors mast have toasted each 
other in bumpers of human blood. The 
second expedition, year 1863, was also 
badly beaten, but by King Fever. Most 
people know the history of the thinl 
exp^ition, liord Wolseley’s, year 1878. 
Every newspaper reader has a general 
idea of the fourth and final expedition, 
which, without firing a shot, made an 
end of Prempeh’s hideous rule, on the 
20th of January, 1890. The recording 
angel saw at least one good deed done 
on the earth that day, jotting it down 
to Bull's credit as a singularly satis­ 
factory example of his work in the 
world. Those who may like to possess a 
compact, faithful, most readable record 
of the campaign will find it in tho illus­ 
trated volume of Major Baden-Powell’s, 
to which is appended a suggestive chap­ 
ter by Sir George Baden-Powell, M. P., 
on tho political and eommercial position 
of Ashanti. 


However much we may detest war, it 
is gratifying to rccognizo the fact that 
this west African one has been a service 
to humanity. King Prempeh wns one of 
the three or four most appalling mon­ 
sters with whom the British govern­ 
ment has had relations within the last 
30 years. Still, had it been merely a 
question of removing Prempeh, tho suc­ 
cessful expedition would not have de­ 
served all the eulogium we havo just 
bestowed upon it 
When on Jun. 20 
Prempeh did homage to Governor Max­ 
well. kneeling on a biscuit box, v.’hile 
his excclloncy sat on another, it wus 
not merely a black king who passed 
away, but a whole atrocious system of 
blood, tortnre and state sorcery that 
had endured from immemorial time. 
The name Kumassi nicaus **tho death 
place.” How well it deserved its name 
is made plain enough iu tho first part of 
Major Badeu-Powell’a book. 6o numer* 
ons were Prempeh's exeontioners that 
two whole streets of tho town wore set 
apart for them to live in. One of the 
streets was occupied by the exeeutionen 
of men, women and children doomed to 
be sacrificed. 
In spite of tho Wolseley 
treaty, human Naorificea were never 
stopped in Ashanti. At the harvest fes­ 
tival htiman beings were sacrificed to 
tho spirits. Whenever tho king made a 
pilgrimage to his ance.stral ghosts, ho 
sacriticed 20 men, hacking their heails 
off on the edge of his execution bo%vl, a 
vessel five feet across. 


“ The blood of tho victims was allowed 
to putrefy in tho bowl, and leaves of 
certain herbs being added it was con­ 
sidered a very valuoble fetich medicine." 
When a great personage died, “ two of 
his household slaves were at once killed 
on tho threshold of tho door, in order to 
attend their master immediately in his 
new life, and his grave wns aftervi’ard 
lined with tho i)odics of moro slaves 
who were to form his retinue in tho 
spirit world. ” Sonjotimes tho slaves, or 
free people kidnaped for the purpose, 
were buried alive with the dead person­ 
age. Slave girls were killed to accom­ 
pany their mistress into tho other world. 
Great nnmb^rs were sacrificed when a 
king died. 
When o man was kidnaped 
for sacrifice, he was gagged with a knife 
run through hischceka Those frightful 
customs of tiio Ashanti capital were ob 
served by every kinglet in tho Aflhanti 
“ empire. ” Execntions were decreed on 
any pretense. 
" It is even said that on 
one occasion ho (Prempeh) preferred a 
richer color in tho red stucco on tho 
walls of tho palace and that for this 
purpose tho blood of 400 virgins was 
used.” 


Wo need aay nothing of tho march, in 
which our author rendered roost excel- j 
lent ser\'ico with his pioneering and | 
covering corps. Tho following funny * 
story is worth quoting: A native runner j 
cumeJn “ witli a crumpled piece of pa* j 
l>er” bearing the inbvription, “ Major j 
Gordon killed 14th instant. ” Com mo-1 
tion and grief, cf conrse. Then “ some 
one discovered a faint pencil note of ro- ; 
ceipt initialed by Major Gordon himself, I 
and it then was rememiiered that a piece : 
of fresh meat had been Mmt olf to him 
a day or two previously with this self 
same label attached to it. ” Thero is a 
ver>' gooil description of tho last scenes 
at Kuniatifii, including tho destruction 
of tho fetich village and tho blowing 
up with gun cotton of tho “ great fotiuh 
tree in whoso shade hundreds of vic­ 
tim s have been sacrificed.” The old 
Ashanti “ iUun” which prevented com­ 
mercial inti I conrse between tho coast 
and the interior being now removed, Sir 
George Baden-Powell, in the chapter ho 
contributes, ndvocati‘S tho construction 
of a light railway from CaiM* Coast Cas­ 
tle to tho Prah river.—London Nows.

Eastern Siberia has no glut 
of. merchandise straggling for a vont at 
Vladivostok, nor would Constantinople 
be any better fitted for the export grain 
trade than Odessa. The port may foster 
a trade as yet in its infancy, but this ia 
jnst another reason for saying that it is 
not the goal of Russian aspiration, but 
only a milestone on the roaid. If not for 
empire and for competitive trade wliy 
seek an open port at all? Still leas can 
the constant absorption of new territory 
be explained by any superfluity of popu­ 
lation in the old. It is nothing, after 
all, but tho genuine earth hunger, the 
lust of unlim ited dominion.—Blàok* 
wood’s Magazine.

Tho Ufo of a Clam. 


The olam's body is completely en* 
shrouded in the mantle, except for two 
openings, through one of which the foot 
can be pushed out. The other ia for tho 
siphon, or what ia commonly known aa 
the “ neck” of the clam. In some re- 
spcots the clam may be better off than 
we are, for he haa a little brain in hia 
foot and also m gland for secreting 
atrong fibers. 
With this he spina a bys* 
sus by which he can attach himself to 
whatever he likes. Ho doea not even 
have to search for his food, but waita 
for it to come to him. Be makea a bur* 
row in tho mud or sand, attaching him* 
self to the bottom by the bysaus. Then 
he thrusts hi« siphon up through the 
mud and water until it reachea the sur­ 
face. The siphon is made np of two 
tubes, thn water flowing in through ona 
and out through the other. 


When the inflowing current, laden 
with minute plants and animals, reach* 
es the gill chamber, some of these are 
sifted out and retained for food, while 
the water and waste matter flow out 
through the other tube.—Margaret W. 
Leighton in Fopnlar Science Monthly.

A careful survey of the district shows 
that the number o{ men now employed or 
to be employed within tea days, is several 
thousand larger than a month ago. At the 
close of the shipping season, which is now 
very near at hand, all shipping mines re* 
duce.the number of men employed on sur* 
face until the opening of navigation the 
following spring. This annual reduction 
at the close of the season has already be* 
gun, notwithstanding whioh tho number of 
men now working is much larger than pre* 
vious to November 1st and promi<<es to in* 
crease steadily until spring. The following 
ompilation of resumptions and incrca>ts 
has been made from personal investigation 
largely, and every case the authority for 
tho statement is good. 


The Pittsburg ft Lake Angeline mine of 
this place resumed operations on NovemU'r 
2Hrd with over BOO men. This force will 
bo increased to 000 as rapidly as the un> 
watering of the lower levels of the mine 
can afford placca for the men to work. The 
mine suspended work in September on ac* 
count of inability to get cash from its ore 
to meet further expenses of running. 


The Lake Superior Iron company has 
added about 40 men to its force at its lake 
shaft mine. Further small additions may 
be made from time to tima until spring at 
I h« various properties sf this great uom* 
pany. 


The BufTalo miues, Negaunce, were the 
first to add to the forces after election. 
Two hundred men were added to the forc< s 
there election week, and the mines, wh ch 
were idle several months last winter, will 
run steadily tbit winter, with 500 to 550 
meu employed. 


The Lillie mine, Negaunee, has not er* 
sumed, as was erroneously stated in var­ 
ious news|)apers. There is an~ escellent 
prospect that it will be started with about 
150 meo next month. 


The Primrose Valley mine south of Ne- 
gaune«*, has resumed work with 85 men. 
The Orissen will probably be reopened with 
about 40 men in the immediate future. 
There is a fair prospect that tho V'olunteer 
mine, owned principally by Oen. R. A. Al­ 
ger, will be able to resume work before 
spring. 
It has been idle three years, aud 
when running full forces employes upwards 
of 350 men. 


The Winthrop mine,south of Ispheming. 
has added 50 meu to its working force, but 
may again reduce forces soon on account f 
much of Its ore being mined from oj>en pits 
which are not so economically wiought in 
winter as in summer. 


The Jackson mine, Negaunse, has given 
work to 40 men within the past two waekc. 


The Champion mine, at Champion, has 
increased its working forca to nearly ilUO 
meu. 


Qalion Advociito; Thore is considcrablo 
bogus money being circulated in south­ 
western Michigan. Tho government has 
somo men from the secrot service in this lo­ 
cality looking after thorn and trying to lo­ 
cate tho gang. 
Tho fellows making the 
spurious coins havo probably been in tho 
“ secret scrvico” also for some time “ making 
money’’ and are hard to track and trap. 
• * * * Here is a plan that might be fol­ 
lowed with considerable profit in Michigan 
in rei;ard to tho distribution of postofHce 
patronage. In every town there are a dozen 
or more applicants and the ?chcnio would 
relieve tho congressmen elect much cm- 
barrasmont and not a few ?ore heads by the 
defeated aspirants; Tho Indiena Republi­ 
can congressmen-elect havo dccided to re­ 
fer all application for postofTlce, and elec- 
tions will bo hold in every town and city of 
of the stale after March 4. Tho congress­ 
men-elect have hit upon this plan to avoid 
the responsibility of making appointments, 
and will recnminend no one who has not re­ 
ceived a miijnrity of the vote's of the Re­ 
publicans patrons of the ulllce to which he 
aspires. This conclusion is said to have 
been reached through correspondence be­ 
tween the metnber.s-elect, and applicants 
have been informed of the fact.

It is not that in these later yearn men 
have lost that craving for remembrance 
which, as old as life itself, is so vain, 
in the case at least of the commonalty 
of tho race, that it might well be a sob- 
Jeet for laughter wero it not that what, 
seen from withont is purely grotesqne, 
assumes quite another complexion when 
it is toncbcd by onr own personality.

it their aspirations and to content them­ 
selves, by way of epitaph, with the 
“ two narrow words, *Hio jacet,’ ” with 
which, says Sir Walter Raleigh.' “elo­ 
quent death” covers all.-^L A, Taylor 
in North Amoiican Review.

Ib the flftsenth oentnry oonobes ap* 
p«ar to have been nsed in procvssioBS 
o> other pnblic ceromonici^ more as an 
ornament than anything else, if we may 
jndge from the clumsy form of the ve­ 
hicle. The entrance of the Embassador 
Trevasi into Mantna in a carriage is 
notieed as early as the year 1488, and 
that of Frederick HI Into Frankfort in 
-a covered ooacb in the year H75. It is 
a cnrious contrast to the rapidity with 
which new inventions are i^ow adopted 
^ a t nearly a century elapsed before 
the covered carriage was introdnced 
into England. Stow, in his Chronicle, 
in the year 1666 mentions the In­ 
troduction in these terms: "This year 
Walter Ripon made a coach for the 
Earle of Rutland, which was the lint 
eoach (saith he) that ever was made iu 
England. Since—to wit, iu anno 1564 
—the said Walter Ripon made the first 
hollow tnrning coach, with pillers and 
arches, for her majestic, being then her 
servant. 


“Also, in anno 1684, a chariot throne, 
with fonre pillers behind to beare a 
eanopie with a crowne imperiall on the 
toppe, and before two lower pillers, 
whereon stood a lion and a dragon the 
supporters of the armes of England." 


The sailors of the time of Good Qneen 
Bess must have found it a difBcult mat­ 
ter to obtain berths on a coach for their 
cruise on shore. 
Even her majesty, 
though she herself -drove to St. Paul’s 
cathedral to return thanks for the de­ 
livery of her kingdom from the Spanish 
armada, was accompanied by tiie privy 
council and her attendants, who rode 
on horseback. But by the end of the 
reign coaches and carriages became sud­ 
denly popular.—Fireside Magazine.

William May hew Ended His 
Life 


at His Home on Superior 


Street Yesterday, 


CLAIMED IT WAS A MISTAKE 


He Had Just Arrived Home the Day 


Before From His Duties With 


Rlngllng's Circus. 


Arthur William Mayhew ended his 


life yesterday afternoon by taking an 
over dose of strychnine at his homo, 
193 SuDerior street. 


He had arrived in this city last Sat- 


urday after closing1 a successful season 
with Kiugling Brothers' circus, where 
ho was employed as operator of the 
steam caliopo and had charge of the 
wardrobe. His wife met him at. the 
train last Saturday and escorted him to 
their home which Mrs. May hew had 
recently rented and made ready for 
the home-coming. She noticed nothing 
unusual in his actions, although he 
complained of not feeling very well. 


Everything seemed to be allright 


yesterday and Mr. May hew came duwu 
town. While in t,he city he evidently 
planned to end his life as he purchased 
a small vial of strychnine. He went 
homo and about 5:45 swallowed the 
contents of the bottle. No sooner had 
he done so than his wife discovered 
the act and asked him whatshe should 
do, and he told her to send for a doctor. 
Dr. George Bell was summoned and 
later Dr. Kyno was called but in spite 
of all they could do he died shortly after 
nine o'clock. 


Mr. Mayhow married Miss Lena 


Wilson, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert Wilson of this city, iu Chicago 
January 4. 1894 and since that time has 
spent his winters here. He has been 
in poor health for a number of yours 
and while here last winter was danger- 
ously ill for several weeks. 
11 is 
thought that his poor health was the 
cause of his rash act, although one of 
the doctors asked him why lie took it, 
and he answered ''by mistake" and the 
doctor then asked what lie bought the 
strychnine for, and he told_Jiim "not to 


k so many questions." Perhaps the 
ask t 
real cause wilt never be known. 


He was 29 years old last July and 


besides hia wife ho leaves a widowed 
mother in Manistco. He was a member 
in good standing of Aldinc lodge No. 
129 K. of P., diicago and had 31,000 
insurance in the endowment rank in 
favor of-hie wife. His mother has been 
sent for and when she arrives the 
arrangements for the funeral will be 
completed.

of an evangelical church and that this 
bars out TJniversalists. 


But the Universalist, the Unitarian, 


the Jew, the Mohammedan or any 
Other sect is not barred from meinber- 
ship in the Y. M. C. A. 
There are 


two kinds of membership, the active 
and the associate and the rules of the 
association make a certain test of re- 
ligious faith a requirement for active 
membership. 


The associate member has all the 


privileges that the active member had. 
The associate member has the use of 
the gymnasium, the bath room, the 
game room and the parlor and has all 
the same rights that anyone has except 
to be on the hoard of directors and have 
in charge the religious work of the as- 
sociation. 


When THE NEWS spoke of the asso- 


ciation aa a "club where no limit is 
placed on membership" it, of course, 
referred to associate members. 
No 


one, THE NEWS takes it, ever joined :i 
club for the sake of being one of the 
officers but to enjoy the privileges of 
the club house. 
The associate mem- 


ber has all the privileges of the active 
member an^'has as many rights in the 
pooma. 


It is not the purpose of THE NEWS 


to condemn or dcfeud the position 
the Young Men's Christian association 
for drawing a line shutting out the 
Christian people in the Universalis 
church from having a voice in the spir 
itual affairs of the association.

stopped in Ashauti. At the harvest fes- 
tival humau beings were Eacrificed to 
tiio spirits. Whenever tho king made n 
pilgrimage to his ancestral ghosts, ho 
sacrificed 2U mc-n, hacking their heads 
off on tho edge of his execution bowl, a 
vessel five feet across. 


"The blood of the victims was nllmved 


to putrefy in tho bowl, and leaves of 
certain herbs being added it was con- 
sidered a very valuablefoticb medicine." 
When a great personage died, "two of 
his household slaves were at once killed 
on tho threshold of the door, in order to 
attend their master immediately in his 
new life, and hie gmvo was afterward 
lined with (he bodies of more slaves 
who were to form his retinue in tho 
spirit world." Sometimes tho slaves, or 
free people kidnaped for the purpose, 
were buried alive with the dead person- 
ago. Slave girls were killed to accom- 
pany their mistress into tlio other world. 
'reat numbers wero sacrificed when n 
dng died. 
When n man was kidnaped 


'or sacrifice, ho was gagged with a knife 
run through his cheeks. These frightful 
customs of tho Ashnuti capital were ob 
served by every kinglet iu the Ashauti 
'empire." Executions were decreed on, 
any pretense. "It is eveu said that 011 
one occasion he (Prempeh) preferred a 
richer color iu tho red stucco on tho 
walls of tho palace aud that for this 
purpose the blood of 400 virgiua was 
used." 


Wo need say nothing of tho march, in 


which our author rendered most excel- 
lent service with his pioneering and 
covering corps. Tho following funny 
story is worth quoting: A native runner 
came hi "with n crumpled piece of pa- 
per" bearing the inscription, "Major. 
Gordon killed 14th iustaut. " Com mo-1 
tion ami grief, of course.

Numbsr of Men Employed ta Sev- 


eral Thousand Lamer than 


Ten Days ABO. 


IsnpMturo, Mich., NOT. 30.—During tho 


short tima that has elapsed since election 
there has been a marvelous pick-np in tho 
mining business of northern Michigan. 


The betterment in conditions is not found 


in increased prices or in heavier shipments 
for the season is nearly Closed, but in the 
rcopeniug of mines which have been idle, 
the increase of forces at mines which wore 
working and the preparations under way 
for beginning work at still other mines 
wuich are now idle. 


A careful survey of the district shows 


that the number of men now employed or 
to be employed within ten duys, is several 
thousand larger than a month ago. 
At the 


close of the shipping season, which is now 
very near at hand, all shipping mines re- 
duce-the number of men employed on sur- 
face until tha opening of navigation the 
following spring. This annual reduction 
ut the close of the season has already be- 
gun, notwithstanding which tho number of 
men now working is much larger than pre- 
vious to November 1st and promises to in- 
crease steadily until spring. The following 
compilation of resumptions and increiiM4 
has been made from personal investigation 
largely, aud every case tho authority for 
the statement is good. 


The Pittsburg & Lake Angelina mine of 


this place reaumpd operations on November 
2!lrd with over 500 men. 
This force will 


be increased to 000 as rapidly as the un- 
watering of the lower levels of the mine 
can afford places for the men to work. The 
mine suspended work in September on ac- 
count of inability to get cash from its ore 
lo meet further expenses of running. 


Tho Lake Superior Iron company hns 


added about 40 men to its force at its lake 
shaft mine. Further 112all additions may 
be made from time to time until spring at 
ihy various properties ot this great aoin- 
puny. 


The Buffalo mines, Negaunee, wer« the 
rst to add to the forces after election. 


Two hundred men were added to the fore- s 
:bere election week, and the mines, wh oh 
wore idle several months last winter, will 
run steadily this -winter, with 000 to 550 
men employed. 


Tliu Lillie mine, Negaunee, has not er- 


sumed, as was erroneously stilted in var- 
ious newspapers. There is ao-^escellent 
prospect that it will be started with about 
150 mcu next month. 


The Primrose Valley mine south of Ne- 


gituncf*, has resumed work with 85 men. 
The Grissen will probably be reopened with 
nbout 40 men in the immediate future. 
There is a fair prospect that the Voluntaer 
mine, owned principally by Gen. R. A. Al- 
ger, will be able to resume work before 
spring. It has been idle three years, and 
when running full forces employes upwards 
if 250 men. 


The Winthrop raine.south of Isplieraing. 


has added 50 men to its working force, but 
may again reduce forces BOOH on account f 
much of its ore being mined from open pits 
which are not so economically wiought in 
winter as in Bummer. 


The Jackson mine, Negaunee, has given

A WOMAN'S ARM. - 


Well Xaowa Sculptor DeMtrlbe* It M th* 


Perfect One Shoold Be. 


"I find great difficulty in getting a 


model with good anua/'eaid a well 
known sculptor recently. "It is aston- 
ishing how very few women have arms 
that conform to tho standard. A perfcot 
arm measured from the armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice ths length 
of tho head. Tbe upper port of the arm 
should b« large, foil and well rounded. 
The forearm must not "lie too flat, not 
nearly ao fiat as a man's, for example. 
A dimple nt the elbow adds beauty to a 
well proportioned «ra. 


'From a well molded iboulder the 


whole arm should taper in long, grace' 
ful curves to a symmetrical and rounded 
wrist It is bettor to have an arm that 
harmonizes even if the parti do not fol- 
low the generally accepted lines.
